Frieada he had amonif the river men, 
ia the eitiea. and at every light bouse 
from the h««d watera of tha Ohio to 
the t;ulf. 

He leaves a wife and one sister, Mrs. 
L, B. Perkins. Mrs. Ryan was Miss 
Mary l» Cowden, whom he married 
the saTenteenth of Saptambar, I877

dorse all means employeil by that ad- 
ministration for the preservitioa of 
law and order, and favor the pasaage of 
•uch additional laws as may be nccea- 
sary for that |uir,i(>>e 

Third— We arialKn the Democratic 
party of Kentucky not only for it^^ laii- 
ure to comply with, but for its flagrant 
vloUtion of the laws of tta* United 
States, re<|iiirinK the apportiennent of 
ConRressional districts, and of the con- 
stitution of the State, directiuK the ap- 
portionment of Judical, Senatorial and 
LegWathre distrleta. We denounce the 
present apportionment as unjust and 
unconstitutional, and, in many instan- 
ces, a denial oi i'.i\:al representation to 
people in ditierent sections uf the State. 
We demand that equal representation 
shall be given to all the people of the 
State, and that the rights of all shall be 
protected by a just and fair apportioo- 
ment law. 

Fourth— We demand the reform of 
the election laws for the purpose of 
securing tair and free election; the re- 
peal of the law which provides for regis- 
tration certificates and makes them a 
commodity in the local market; the 
paaaage of a Corrupt Practices act 
which shall limit the sise of campai^fn 
funds in hotn primary and re^;ular e!tc- 
tions and provide for coinuleto jiublic- 
ity in respect thereto, botli before ar.'I 
after elections; an elective prohibition 
of campaign oiftitributiona by corpora- 
tions, and for bt-partlaan control ot elec- 
tions. 

Fifth— We demand ti;e passaj^e of 
law previdicg for compulsory direct 
primary elections by the leading 
parties, held by the State at theexi'ense 
of the St.ite and with severe i)er.;iltiL-^ 
for a- y inltaction of the law. 

Sixth— We favor an amendment to 
the State law permittinR and encouruK 
iuR joint nominations of the name can 
didate by different parties. 

Seventh- - The judiciary of the State, 
in botn the Circuit and Appelieate 
courts, sh'uii 1 be chofen on non-parti 
sfcn grounds and a continuance in ofHce 
of faithful jii ical public servants khonld 
be uvrtertriiued by uo other qualifica- 
tion th.in titne&b 

Eighth— We demand a compliance 
with the plaii) retpiirements of the con- 
stitution hv the enactment of a uniform 
luL.'il o;>tioi-. law, with the county as the 
iioverninK uuit. 

Ninth— The first duty of the State is 
to pr'u i ll- fo!' ti:e (.■ : : of all i 

children. Whiic we tlie present 

law proh'bitinu niix.-il r-.iioolv. we 
nevertheless favor thfi ^raatiag of 
equal educational privilegeii to the 
children of both races. We i' niand 
that the public schools o: the .^tate 
shall be taken and kepi entirely oi;t of 
pohtio and that the intercut and wel- 
fare of the children shall have first con- 
sideration ill all school matters. We 
call fur better schools and scboolhuuses, 
fill- lonj;er school terms in the country 
and tor better pay tor the teachers, and 
tn:it all elections fur kchool trustees be 
had on different days from other elec- 
tions. We favor separate manual train- 
ing schools in every county in the htatt 
for botli raceH, and we favor compnl- 
sory attendance of children of school 
age. 

Tenth — We umivialil'iedly condemn 
and denounce the 'Third Ilou.-e, ' aii 
coirupt lobbying and improper uiciltoUk 
used to tuliuenue legislation, and we 
demand thai! sucii a law be passed as 
will providJ" ade'i-iate punisliinent for 
:>uc:i j r.ictices, and it thi.-i cauiiol be 
otiierwiM; accomplished, we favor sucli 
neaaures as will place more directly in 
the hands 6f the people the power to 
correct this evil. 

Eleventh— We favor either the crea- 
tion of a competent and effective public 
utilities commission, or the grant to 
the Railroad I'oi . Mi: -ion of th« power 
to regulate sucli utilities. 

Twelfth— W« dtMaad the enactment 
of a law providing for bi-partisan con- 
trol of penal and charitable institutions, 
and for Uiv abolition of contract con- 
vict labor, and we denounce the board 
of I'rLaou Commissioners in hiring out 
tlfa children under their charge at 
the Reform School for the beaeAt of 
whose moral . and ediu ation that iosti* 
tukion woA oi igiually established. 

Thirteenth— We favor the adoption 
of aa amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, providing for tha alactiM of 
L'uite.l Siate» StiQutors by the direct 
vote of the people. 



FewtaeMh— We favor a - uniform 

■yrtem of aceonnting in public offices 
and the abolition nf all useless otnces. 

Fifteen'!. We oppose do;;blf t.nxa 
tion and favor a thorough revision of 
the tax laws whwb will •qvallj distri 
bute tiw bardtMoCtaaaliea. radnM the 
rate and not only retain ttie capital now' 
invested but invite the investment of 
other capital into the State, We favor 
the submission to the people of a con- 
stitutional amendment enlarging the 
power of th« (leneral AssemMy la the 
matter of taxation, and when such ad- 
ditional law is passed, to make it ef- 
fectual onl> wi'.en submitted to and ap- 
proved by a majority of the people who 
vote upon the sana. Wa favor rach 
regulation by law as will consolidate 
asseMitent anrl c -llection of taxes so 
ti.at tliecost -I'llcction may be ma- 
terially reduced. We recognize the ob- 
ligation the State Is under to the dis- 
tnterested men who have given their 
time and attention and of their means 
to the investi^tation and consideration 
of the question of the revenue laws of 
the State. 

Sixteenth— We favor the adoption of 
a just and conservative law providing 
for the arbitration and labor disputes 

Seventeenth — We favor the passage 
of laws which shall make eflective the 
constitutional proviiion agalnat the is- 
suance of free paasee to oflldala and 
their families. 

Eighteenth— We favor the adoption 
of legislation to make effective the con- 
stitutional amendment in favor of good 
roads. 

Nineteenth— We favor the passage of 
a law providinii for the thorough and 
etYective inspection of State banks. 

Twentieth— We favor further legisla- 
tion for the protection of miners from 
-.-.nneces'sary bodily ini-.^ry. 

Twenty-first— We i'.cma:'i'. iliat 
.\r.icr:La:i citircfs .ibroad, wi-.ellier na- 
tive born or naturalized and of what- 
ever race or creed, shall be 'secure in 
the enj lyment of all rights and privi- 
Ie^:es provided by our treaties. 

T went y-.>-econd — We favor ti.e enact- 
ment ot a law to punish the white slave 
traffic in the State. 

Twenty-third— We denounce lynch- 
ings and mobs of every character and 
favor the passage of a law tliat will 
punish by fine, imprisonment and sum- 
mary removal from office, any peace 
o:licer who fails to protect a prisioiier in 
hi-- custody. 

We liereby appeal to all ci izens of 
this Commonwealth, irrespective of 
party afBliations, to support the princi- 
ples herein enunciated.

HEROIC DEED IS 
FOLLOWED BY DEATH. 

James Sanger Succumbs to In- 
juries Received While Res- 
cuing His Child From Fire. 



Jamep Barjrer, who waa terribly 

burned while rescuing his eifiht- 
year-old daughter from their burn- 
ing home near Lalje Yosemite 
Wednesday niolit, dioil this iin)nr 
inir u'tout 11 (I'clock at M.er- 
c-cd ^anitoriuiii, after ^^utlering 3ti 
hours of afrony. As told io yes- 
terday "s Sun, Mr. BHrger sus- 
tained hi» fatal injuries in a heroic 
effort to save bis child. 

It api)ear6that Mrs. Birjrer and 
their infant were slcepinir in one 
room of the bourse and Mr. liai jfer 
Hnd their other two ohildren were 
in another moin. Mrs. Hiirsrer 
was aroui^ed by the roaring of the 
riames that were deatroyiof; tbeii 
home and called to her haab«Dd, 
lit the surne time cnrrvinor her in- 
fant out of the burning building. 
Mr. Bmrfe»r picked op one of hie. 
children and carried her to safety 
and then returned for tbe other, a 
little girl eight years of ase. \\y 
this time tbe fiameis had ci vdnped 
tbe entire structure and Mr. Har- 
ger and tbe little girl were be- 
verely burned before eaospinir 
from tbe hou>e. Mr. Barg«T was 
burned so severely that ulujoMt 
hit entire body wsi a omms of 
cooked Hesh. In thU oooditioo 
the lieroic father carried bis suf- 
fering child to tbe houe of Mr. 
HemiltOB, their Mureat neiKhbor, 
a distance of about one mile. 

Mra. Barger aod two of tbe 
cbildien esosped with their niffht 
clothes, burned from their bodies, 
Naked and suffering the tortures 
of death, this luan's only thought 
was to get his child tu » piece 
where she I'ould receive earo at 
the earliest pusaible moment. Tbe 
aet waa cyie of greet hereliin uid 
devotion. 

Tbe deceased was a native of 
Kentucky and wan 3S years of 
age. Until two weeks ago be re- 
sided for some Liin<> in I)«-Ih(ui, 
Kern county, from wliich place

■ition with the Crocker- 1 IuH'iimu 
I.And A Water Company aii canal 
superintendent, and took up biii

Bert Met 'arty. t . K*' a^ent for the 
Loui*v|ll*, Henderson & St. Loui* Rail- 
way Company nt Lewisport, died at 
the hosjiital in Owerihoro this after- 
noon ,ii»oit 1 :;l > o'clock, as the result 
of being waylaid and having his skull 
fractured, while enroute to hi* home

The deed was a moat horrible one.i* 
the yoiinK man wa* beaten .ilmost it.to 
insensiriiiiiv hv some onknown per.ton 
to wbotn the ofBceraof Hancock county 
have failed to gel any clew. 

MeCarty waa found about 100 yard* 
from tha depot, lylrg in a dark place 
liy three stran^jer*. who hsd gotten r.rT 
tha "plug,"and they immediately gave 
the alarm.

It was apparent from the lM |,'inni'-4.» 
that there was no ho^e for the injun d 
man, and after lingerin(f for about 
houra, death finally raleived him of 
hi* *ufr*ring. 

Mc<'drty was asMilted with a sin^rle- 
treg. wiiich was found a short distance 
from nis Ucdy. Several freli^ht l)ills 
and paper* were *catter*d on the 
ground, which i* conclusive that he 
had lieen waylaid a-^d robbed It is 
thought that the hitliwaymaii ^e^■u^ed 
a confiderable amount of money, ;is It 
is known that McCarty collected t-'Ll 
from one man on Tueeday, and he ua- 
ually carried the company'* money 
home with him at night. 

At the request of the railroad ofli- 
cial*, Eugene Miier and oiBcrr Kol>- 
bine, went to Lewleport tl.i* momine 
in an automodi*, carrying.' the two 
tiloodhound*, but on account of ^the 
d outh. the dog* could not get any ecent 
whatever. 

McCarty was a married man, about 
35 years of at,'e, and has three eons.
